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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-40 and 44, drawn to a medical device, classified in class 606, subclass 
200. 

II. Claims 41-43, drawn to a method for manufacturing a medical device, classified 
in class 128, subclass 898.
